Dear Reporting Issuer: 


There are several recent regulatory developments that I would 
like to bring to your attention: 


Fee Structure 


On July 1, 1986 the Government of Ontario adopted a revised fee 
schedule to the Securities Act (Ontario), which will impact on 
fees for prospectuses, applications, and other filings, as well 
as calling for an annual reporting issuer fee. The effect of the 
new fee schedule is to enable the Commission to become self- 
funding by spreading the cost burden among those who directly 
benefit from the capital markets, principally registrants and 
issuers. 


For your information, I am forwarding to you excerpts from. the 
Regulations to the Securities Act, which apply to all Ontario 
issuers and in particular, to all reporting issuers as defined by 
the Securities Act. 


I would direct your attention to the following items: 

A. Reporting Issuers Fee, Section 6. 

Bes Exempt Distributions, Section 9. 

Gz Takeover/Issuer Bid Circulars, Section 13(1) and 13(2). 

Di ‘Applications, Section 14(1) and 14(2). 

This notice and attachments are provided for your information and 
guidance and are not intended to be an exhaustive list of all 
changes. You are urged to review the new Fee Schedule under the 
OSA in its entirety as set out in O.Reg. 383/86. 

U.S. Filings 

The OSC has issued Policy Statement 7.5, which has' the effect 
of requiring issuers to file with the Commission material filed 
in the United States, subject to exceptions that are listed in 
the policy statement. The intent of the policy statement is to 
ensure that investors in Ontario have access to the same 


information as investors in the U.S. 


A copy of Policy Statement 7.5 is enclosed.

Enforcement of Timely Disclosure 


The Commission has issued Policy Statement 7.6 that deals with 
the timely filing of financial statements, together with a notice 
as to the staff's position as to late filings. I hope you will 
recognize that the efficient functioning of our capital market 
depends on the timely filing of material information, in 
particular financial statements. It is the intention of the 
Commission that the policy statement, and similar policies in 
other jurisdictions, will have the effect of ensuring that 
financial statements are filed on time without inordinate 
Commission resources being expended in enforcement. 


A copy of Policy Statement 7.6 is enclosed. 
Shareholder Communication 


The special Advisory Committee on Shareholder Communication, 
whose mandate was to make recommendations as to the improvement 
of communication between issuers and shareholders, delivered its 
final report to the Commission on June 27, 1986. The Commission 
encourages the implementation of the Committee's recommendations 
to the extent possible pending the implementation of legislative 
amendments. The Report, and additional information, will be 
published in the 0.S.C. Bulletin shortly.

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0.S.C. POLICY STATEMENT 7.5 
RECIPROCAL FILINGS 


It is common for a reporting issuer to be subject to disclosure and 
filing requirements under corporate or securities legislation or stock 
exchange bylaws or regulations in other jurisdictions. This may result 
in a reporting issuer making varying disclosure at differing times in 
each jurisdiction. The Commission is concerned that Ontario resident 
investors be as well informed about the affairs of a reporting issuer 


as investors in any other jurisdiction. 


In particular, the Commission recognizes that in certain situations 
U.S. laws may require a reporting issuer to make more detailed and/or 
more timely disclosure in the United States than that required in 
Ontario. In the Commission's view this may result in Ontario investors 


having unequal access to such information. 


Section 6 of the regulation to the Securities Act currently sets forth 
specific provisions with respect to reciprocal filings. However, the 
application of subsection 6(2) can give rise to the foregoing problem. 
The Commission is presently reviewing section 6 in light of the matters 
referred to above. Until such time as this review is completed, the 
Commission has adopted the policy that all reporting issuers which are 
subject to filing requirements with the United States Securities and 
Exchange Commission (the "“SEC") shall file the following documents with 
the Commission concurrently with the filing of such documents with the 
SEC 


- 10-K (annual report) 

- 10-Q (quarterly report) 

- 6-K (foreign issuers current report) 

- 8-K (current report) 

- 20-F (foreign issuers annual report) 

- 13E-3 (transaction statement) 

- 13E-4 (issuer tender offer statement) 


-~ 14p-9.(solicitation/recommendation statement) 
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4 6-K or 8-K are not required to be filed with the Commission where 
substantially the same information has been included in a Form 27 


(material change report) filed with the Commission. 


Exhibits referred to in any 10-K or 20-F need not be filed with the 


Commission. 


Notwithstanding the specific requirements of this policy, reporting 
issuers should be aware of their obligation of ensuring that Ontario 
investors have access to information comparable to that available to 
investors in other jurisdictions. Accordingly, when a reporting issuer 
makes a filing pursuant to corporate or securities legislation or stock 
exchange by laws or regulations in a jurisdiction other than Ontario, 
the issuer should review the information contained in such filing to 
determine whether it is of sufficient importance to warrant disclosure 


to Ontario investors through simultaneous filing with the Commission.

Enforcement of Timely Filings of Financial Statements 
Application of Ontario Policy 7.6 


O.S.C. Policy Statement 7.6 is published in Chapter 5 of this 
Bulletin. It is effective immediately. 


During the past year, the staff of the Commission have received a 
number of explanations for late filings of financial statements 
based upon the inability of auditors to meet the statutory time 
limits, owing to pressure of other commitments. 


Issuers are reminded that it is their responsibility to ensure 
that statements are filed on time. 


If it appears to an issuer that its auditor will not be able to 
Meet the time limits, the issuer should make a formal application 
to the Commission under section 79 of the Securities Act. 
Issuers are advised that staff will not grant informal extensions 
of time by reason of the delay of the auditor owing to. the 
auditor's other commitments, nor will staff recommend the 
granting of applications by the Commission on such grounds. 
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ONTARIO 
POLICY STATEMENT 7.6 


ENFORCEMENT OF TIMELY FILINGS OF FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. Sections 76 and 77 of the Securities Act (the "Act'') require a 
reporting issuer to file audited annual financial statements within 
140 days of its year end and interim quarterly statements within 60 
days of the end of each quarter. Issuers are reminded that the 
legislation requires that the information be actually received by the 
Commission by the stipulated dates. Failure to so file may result in 
a cease trade order being issued until the issuer rectifies the 
default in filing. 


2. It has been an informal practice of Commission staff to allow an 
extension of time for the filing of statements in some cases. 
However, the Commission is of the view that such discretion should 
only be exercised in exceptional circumstances. 


Issuers who will not be able to meet the deadlines imposed by sections 
76 and 77 may apply for extensions of time under section 79. Orders 
under section 79 will not be granted retrospectively. Applications 
must be made, with sufficient time for processing, namely two weeks, 
prior to the expiry of the time limits imposed by sections 76 and 77. 


3. The provisions of the Act which require the filing of audited annual 


financial statements and interim unaudited quarterly financial 
statements are not uniform with the securities legislation of other 
Canadian jurisdictions. That is, some other jurisdictions do not 


require the filing of quarterly statements and the time limits 
prescribed for the filing of required financial statements are, in 
some cases, longer than those provided for under the Act. 


Notwithstanding that other jurisdictions may allow a longer time 
period for the filing of certain financial statements under their 
securities legislation, issuers that participate in the Ontario 
capital market and become reporting issuers under the terms of the Act 
must comply with its terms. 


Accordingly, issuers that are delinquent in their obligations to file 
financial statements pursuant to sections 76 and 77 of the Act will be 
subject to having a cease trade order issued against them, 
notwithstanding that an issuer may be a reporting issuer in another 
jurisdiction where the corporation is not in default in filing its 
financial statements. 


4. It is anticipated that other Canadian Securities Administrators will 


issue similar notices or policy statements with respect to filings 
that are required to be made in their respective jurisdictions.

DRAFT OSC POLICY STATEMENT 7. 7 
Reporting Issuers in the Oil and Gas Industry: 
Application of the Ceiling Test in Financial Statements 





For several years the Ontario Securities Commission has been concerned that the 
absence of an accounting standard has resulted in a wide variety of accounting 
practices being used by reporting issuers to determine whether the net book 
value of their petroleum and natural gas properties is likely to be recoverable 
from future net revenue (the '"'ceiling test"). In April, 1984 the Canadian 
Institute of Chartered Accountants established a Task Force to develop proposed 
accounting policies and procedures for Canadian enterprises that follow the 
full cost method of accounting for oil and gas activities. As a temporary 
measure pending release of the Task Force report, the Commission required 
reporting issuers to disclose in the notes to financial statements, the basic 
criteria used in the application of theceiling test. 


The Task Force report has now been released and has formed the basis Of 7a Cre” 
Accounting Guideline, Full Cost Accounting in the 0il and Gas Industry, (the 
"Guideline'') dated September, 1986. 


Because CICA guidelines do not have the authority of recommendations issued by 
the Accounting Standards Committee, the issuance of the Guideline provides no 
assurance that the wide variety of ceiling test practices which gave rise _ to 
the Commission's concerns will* not persist in future. Accordingly, the 
Commission proposes to require that certain disclosures be made when the 
Guideline is not applied. The draft policy statement is reproduced in Chapter 
6 of this Bulletin together with a request for comments. 


The Commission believes that the draft policy statement is supportive of the 
CICA and furthers the objective of obtaining accounting standards on 
Significant issues. 


The key elements of the Commission's proposed policy are: 


1. All reporting issuers that use the full cost method of accounting for 
oil and gas activities are strongly encouraged to comply with all 
aspects of the Guideline. 


2. Reporting issuers that use the full cost method and that do not comply 
in all material respects with the Guideline as it relates to the 
ceiling tests are required to disclose, among other things, the 
effects on the financial statements of non-compliance with the CICA 
Guideline. 
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3. The proposed policy statement would be effective for 
ending on or after December 31, 1986. 


The Commission invites comments on the draft policy statement. 
be received by the Commission until November 28, 1986.

AND IT IS FURTHER ruled pursuant to subsection 73(1) of the Act that the 
first trades in Common Stock acquired pursuant to this ruling are not subject 
to section 24 or 52 of therAct provided ‘that: 


(a) such first trades in shares of Common Stock acquired by residents of 
Ontario shall be made in accordance with American State and federal 
securities law requirements either in the American over-the-counter 
market, or through the facilities of any stock exchange in the United 
States on which the Common Stock may become listed or through NASDAQ 
if the Common Stock is quoted on NASDAQ at the time of such trade;

es Introduction 


The Ontario Securities Commission (the "Commission") has shared 
the growing concern both within and outside of the investment 
community about certain aspects of the use by dealers of 
commissions on brokerage transactions as payment for goods or 
services other than order execution or services directly related 


to order execution ("soft dollar" deals). 


The negotiation of commissions on brokerage transactions executed 
on behalf of a manager of a portfolio or fund of securities is 
governed by the general obligation of the manager to act in the 
best interests of the beneficiaries of the portfolio or fund. 
Accordingly, such commissions must only be used as payment for 
goods or services which are for the benefit of the beneficiaries 
and should not be used as payment for goods or services which are 
for the benefit of the manager. The Commission has determined 
that, in order to support public confidence in the integrity of 
market practices, it is necessary to provide regulatory 
guidelines and disclosure requirements with respect to "soft 


dollar" deals.

Subject to paragraph 1 in section C below, a dealer may not 
use any portion of the commissions earned on brokerage 
transactions executed on behalf of a manager as payment for 
goods or services provided to the manager other than order 


execution services or investment decision-making services. 


Subject to paragraph 1 in section C below, a manager may 
not direct brokerage transactions to a dealer as payment for 
goods or services provided to the manager other than order 


execution services or investment decision-making services. 


Upon request, a manager, other than the manager of a mutual 


fund, shall provide, in writing, to 


(a) the Commission, or 


(b) a beneficiary of the portfolio or fund, or, in the case 


of a portfolio or fund with a trustee, the trustee, 


the names of the persons or companies who have provided any 
investment decision-making services to the manager during 
the most recently completed financial year of the portfolio 
or fund, together with a summary of the nature of those 
Services, where the remuneration for those services was 
paid through commissions on brokerage transactions executed 


on behalf of the manager. 
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Principal Transactions 


A dealer, as principal, may not buy securities from, or sell 
securities to, a manager where the price of the securities, 
including any applicable markdown or markup by the dealer, 
has been adjusted to compensate the dealer for goods or 
services provided to the manager other than order execution 


services or investment decision-making services. 


Mutual Funds 


A manager of a mutual fund may not pay a dealer for the 
distribution of shares or units of the mutual fund by 
directing brokerage transactions to that dealer or, at the 
request of the dealer, to a third party, unless the 
commission rates on those brokerage transactions are 
equivalent to the commission rates that would have been 
normally charged by the dealer or the third party, as _ the 
case may be, for those brokerage transactions in 
circumstances where the dealer did not distribute shares or

The annual information form or prospectus, as the case may 


be, of a mutual fund must disclose, 


(a) the names of the persons or companies who have provided

The following is OSC Policy 7.5, Reciprocal Filings, which ts etfective 
immediately. 
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0.S.C. POLICY STATEMENT 7.5 
RECIPROCAL FILINGS 


It is common for a reporting issuer to be subject to disclosure and 
filing requirements under corporate or securities legislation or stock 
exchange bylaws or regulations in other jurisdictions. This may result 
in a reporting issuer making varying disclosure at differing times in 
each jurisdiction- The Commission is concerned that Ontario resident 
investors be as well informed about the affairs of a reporting issuer 
as investors in any other jurisdiction. An issuer should consider this 


principle when making filings in other jurisdictions. 


In particular, the Commission recognizes that in certain situations 
U.S. laws may require a reporting issuer to make more detailed and/or 
more timely disclosure in the United States than that required in 
Ontario. In the Commission's view this may result in Ontario investors 


having unequal access to such information. 


Section 6 of the regulation to the Securities Act currently sets forth 
specific provisions with respect to reciprocal filings. However, the 
application of subsection 6(2) can give rise to the foregoing problem. 
The Commission is presently reviewing section 6 in light of the matters 
referred to above. Until such time as this review is completed, the 
Commission has adopted the policy that all reporting issuers which are 
subject to filing requirements with the United States Securities and 
Exchange Commission (the "“SEC") shall file the following documents with 
the Commission concurrently with the filing of such documents with the 
SEC:

(a) "Ceiling test" means the limitation that aggregate 
costs of oil and gas activities which may be carried 
forward for amortization against revenues of future 
periods should not exceed the value of the reserves 
related to those capitalized costs. 
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(b) “Full cost method" means that general approach to 
accounting for oil and gas activities whereby all costs 
incurred in acquiring, exploring, and developing 
properties within a relatively large cost center (such 
as a country) are capitalized when incurred and are 
amortized as mineral reserves in the cost center are 
produced. 


(c) "Guideline" means the accounting guideline’ dated. 
September, 1986 entitled "Full Cost Accounting in the 
Oil and Gas Industry" contained in the Handbook issued 
by the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants. 


III. Supplementary Disclosure Requirements

te Reporting issuers that use the full cost method are strongly 
encouraged to comply with all aspects of the Guideline.

At the opening of the hearing in 1984, Malartic brought a_ preliminary 
motion that the Commission ought not hear the applications because, the 
proceeding before the Commission offended sections 7 and 11 of the Canadian 


Charter of Rights and Freedoms. That application was dismissed by the 
Commission on April 11, 1985 whereupon Malartic sought judicial review of the 
Commission's decision. On March 21, 1986 the Divisional Court dismissed 


Malartic's application, holding that section 11 of the Charter did not apply to 
the proceedings before the Commission because the issuance of a cease trade 
order was not a criminal or penal proceeding. Further, the Divisional Court 
held that section 7 of the Charter did not apply to the proceedings because 
what Malartic sought to protect was a ''property"' right and the Charter was not 
intended to give such protection. 


Malartic sought leave to appeal the decision of the Divisional Court to 
the Court of Appeal for Ontario. Its application was dismissed by the Court of 
Appeal on May 5, 1986. 


Accordingly, at the resumption of the hearing before the Commission on 
November 19, 1986 Malartic's application and the staff's allegations concerning 
the breach of the 1977 cease trade order will be heard.

possible that registration may well have issued. However, 
the issue here is not the nature or quality of the Criminal 
Code convictions, but disclosure, especially given the 
number of opportunities Thompson was given to set the record 
Sitiganvaihttr.

Clearly Thompson did not meet these tests and is not 
suitable as a registrant.

(hereinafter sometimes referred to as_ the 
"Proponent"). 


Mark Baruzzi on behalf of Consul-Pak (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as the "Objector"). 


A hearing was held before me on the 29th day of July, 1986 pursuant to 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporation Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the hearing was to determine whether or not a certificate of 
amendment to the articles of incorporation of the Proponent, Ontario 


Corporation No. 459260, should be issued changing its name. 


The Objector is a sole proprietorship which has carried on business under the 
name Consul-Pak since April 16, 1980. The initial registration was made 
under the Partnership Registration Act on May 14, 1980 (Exhibit 4). That 
registration expired on May 13, 1985 and no new registration has been made 
under the name Consul-Pak (Exhibit 5). 


Robert Cheeseman gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mr. 
Cheeseman was the person who filed the registration under the Partnership 
Registration Act (Exhibit 4). 


Mr. Cheeseman testified that he first used the name Consul-Pak in April of 
1980 and has continued to operate the business under that name since that 


time.

Mr. Cheeseman further testified that his business had advertised under the 
name Consul-Pak. Exhibit 6, an August 1985 advertisement in Screenprint 
magazine, was presented as evidence of that advertising. Exhibit No. 7 is 
comprised of invoices sent to the Proponent in 1982 by Ontario Industrial 
Magazine evidencing advertisements by the Proponent in that publication in 
1982: 


With respect to the business of the Objector, Mr. Cheeseman testified that 
he recommends and designs machinery and methods of packaging, makes and 
services screenprinting equipment, provides custom packages for marketers 
and designs machinery parts for packagers. The Objector's products and 
services are used by molders, marketers, packagers and users of material 


handling equipment. 


At the time of the hearing, Mr. Cheeseman estimated that 60% of the 
Objector's business was repeat business from old clients and 40% of his 
business was from new clients. The Objector's clients are found in the 


eastern United States as well as the Montreal, Winnipeg and Toronto areas. 


The Objector's clients are attracted through the use of advertisements and 


promotions and by Mr. Cheeseman's attendance at trade shows. 


With respect to the selection of his business name, Mr. Cheeseman testified 
that his first choice of a business name was "Sure-Pak". On checking this 
name with his lawyer he was advised that there existed a very similar 
business or corporate name which could create difficulties for him. As a 
result he selecteu the name Consul-Pak which is the combination of the 


words "consultation" and "packaging". 
In the latter part of 1985 Mr. Cheeseman decided to incorporate his 


business. At that time a name search was done; that name search disclosed 


the name of the Proponent. 
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On cross-examination Mr. Cheeseman testified that in 1982 business was bad 
and he was forced to take a full-time job in the screenprinting trade. He 
further testified however, that even during that period the Objector 
remained an active business operating out of his home in Richmond Hill. 


The business now operates from Mr. Cheeseman's home in Concord. 


Mr. Cheeseman further testified on cross-examination that the Objector has 
no employees, other than himself, has approximately 30 clients and that the 
size of the business is approximately $50,000 per year in billings. The 
Objector's clientele is largely sophisticated businesses and no one has 


contacted the Objector attempting to find the Proponent. 


The emphasis of the Objector's business is on the provision and maintenance 
of custom machinery and parts. The client group ranges from large 


corporations to small one-man businesses. 


Consul-Pak Ine. was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act by 
Articles of Incorporation dated the 20th day of October, 1980 and is a body 
corporate within the meaning of the Act. The objects of the Proponent 


read, in part, as follows: 


To render managerial, supervisory or other services to any 
packaging company or to any other company, corporation, firm 
or business and to take part in the formation, management, 
supervision, control or liquidation of the business or operations 
of any company, corporation, firm or business (i) having objects 
altogether or in part similar to those of the Corporation or 
having objects which include the acquisition of all or any of the 
assets or liabilities of the Corporation, or (ii) in whieh the 
Corporation may be interested, or (iii) in the shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities or obligations of which it may 
have invested its funds, or (iv) with which it may have business 
relations, and, for that purpose, to appoint and remunerate any 
accountants, experts or agents or to manage or operate the 
property, franchises, undertaking and business of any such 
company, corporation, firm or business and to take over and 
manage the property, franchises, undertaking and business of any 
such company, corporation firm or business. 


Mr. Gerald Phelps gave evidence on behalf of the Proponent. Mr. Phelps 


was a founder and is currently the president of the Proponent. 
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Mr. Phelps introduced as evidence Exhibit No. 8, which is a copy of the 


name search done at the time of the incorporation of the Proponent. 


Mr. Phelps testified that the Proponent is a consulting firm which provides 
marketing, financial and technical advise to small business. The emphasis of 
the Proponent's business is on plastic packaging (shopping bags, plastic bags, 
ete.) and differs from the business of the Objector in that it does not deal 


with hard materials like bottles or cans. 


With respect to equipment, the Proponent, unlike the Objector, does no work 
on equipment but acts only as a consultant and sets up contacts for clients 


seeking equipment sales or service. 


Mr. Phelps further testified that on seeing an advertisement for the 
Objector in 1982 he attempted to contact the Objector but was unable to do 
so, the Objector not being located at the address indicated in the advertise- 
ment nor in the local telephone directory. As a result, there was no contact 


between himself and the Objector until a year prior to the hearing. 


Exhibit No. 9 are business ecards and a copy of the American Express card 


both in the name of the Proponent. 


Exhibit No. 10 is a list of the business contacts of the Proponent indicating 


that they are located primarily in Southern Ontario and Quebec. 


Exhibit No. 11 is a copy of a financial arrangement between a financial 
institution and the Proponent. Exhibit 12 is another document evidencing 


the relationship between the Proponent and an insurance company. 


In the case of each of Exhibits 9 - 12, the Proponent has been carrying on 


business under the name Consul-Pak Inc. 
Mr. Phelps further testified that the annual billings of the Proponent are in 


the area of $300,000 with a small number of large clients making up most of 
this total. 
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With respect to the choice of corporate name, Mr. Phelps indicated that he 
chose the name for essentially the same reasons as Mr. Cheeseman, i.e. the 


combination of the words "consultation" and "packaging". 


On cross-examination Mr. Phelps testified that a name search was done in 
1980 and that that name search did not reveal the existence of the 


Proponent. 


Counsel for both parties gave full and concise submissions on the applicable 
law in this matter. Those submissions were of considerable assistance to 


me. 


I will outline briefly the applicable statutory provisions and recognized case 


law. 


Statutory Provisions 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held, 


provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Subsection 9(1) of the Act provides: 


Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 
(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 
(b) that is the same as or... similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual 
whether in existence or not, or 
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(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 

if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 

(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Section 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act sets out certain 
matters which the Director may consider when determining whether a name 


is contrary to section 9 of the Act. 


Case Law 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly 
J.A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors which 
it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, in 
essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or elass or classes of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and, of course, 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one company with 
another. These tests are in essence codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 under the Act. 


The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Consul-Pak 
Ine." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it would lead to the 
inference that the business carried on, or intended to be carried on by the 
Objector and the Proponent are one business or that the name of the 
Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is associated with 
the Objector or would lead someone who had an interest in dealing with the 
Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief that he was 


dealing with the Objector. 
In the matter before me, the Objector is engaged in the business of 


designing, manufacturing and repairing, packaging and machinery for 


specialists such as molders, marketers, packagers and users of material 
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handling equipment. The Objector also acts as a consultant with respect to 
such matters. The evidence indicates that much of the Objector's business 
is repeat business with new business coming from the use of advertisements 


and promotions. 


The Proponent is essentially a consultant providing marketing, financial and 
technical advice for small business. The Proponent's business differs from 
that of the Objector in that the Proponent does not manufacture or repair 
equipment. The Proponent provides consulting services and places its 


emphasis on a different aspect of the packaging business. 


I conclude, therefore, that there is some similarity between the nature of 
the Objector's business and the nature of the Proponent's business. Both act 
as consultants in the same industry. In other respects, the focus of their 


business activities is on different aspects of that industry. 


The Objector has its main place of business in Concord, Ontario and has 
clients in the eastern United States as well as Montreal, Winnipeg and 
Toronto. The Proponent has its main place of business in Kingston, Ontario 
and most of its clients are in southern Ontario. There is considerable 
overlap in the geographical area covered by the Objector and the Proponent. 
I would also note that both businesses are small, the number of clients small 


and each deals with other businesses as opposed to the general public. 


I conclude on this test, therefore, that the persons or classes of persons who 
deal or who might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent 
and the Objector have, to this time, been different and, as indicated, are 


made up almost entirely of other businesses. 


The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 


qualities of the two names. Those names are: 
CONSUL-PAK INC. - (the "Proponent") 


and 
CONSUL-PAK - (the "Objector") 
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Except for the legal element in the Proponent's name, the name of the 


Objector and the name of the Proponent are identical. 


I have concluded on the basis of the evidence before me, that the two names 


are similar (in fact, as indicated above, virtually identical) and that the use 


of the Proponent's name would be likely to deceive within the meaning of 


subsection 9(1)(b) of the Act in that the use of the Proponent's name would 


lead to the inference that the business carried on by the Proponent and the 


Objector are one and the same, or that the Proponent is associated or 


affiliated with the Objector. 


In reaching this conclusion, I have taken the following into consideration:

a significant element of the business of both the Objector and 


the Proponent is consulting in the packaging industry. 


while there has been little, if any, evidence of confusion, both 
businesses are small and appear to be growing and expanding the 


extent and nature of their operations. 


while the Objector and the Proponent do not deal with the 
general public, a primary focus of both businesses appears to be 
dealing with other small businesses and growth in this area by 


both the Objector and the Proponent is expected. 


except for the legal element in the Proponent's name, the names 


of the two businesses are identical. 


the prospective nature of the provisions of subsection 9(1) of the 
Act. 


The primary emphasis of my determination is the public interest and that 


eonfusion between the names of the two businesses be avoided. Given the 
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provisions of section 6 of Ontario Regulation 446/83, and its predecessors, 
there exists in my view, the probability that there will be confusion between 


the names of the two businesses. 


Counsel for the Proponent in his argument cited two decisions made by this 
office in support of his position that no name change be ordered in the 


matter before me. 


One decision was made in October of 1985 and concerned the corporation 
Teperman and Sons Limited. In that case, only the legal element of the 
names of the Objector and the Proponent differed. No name change was 
ordered. That case, however, was considerably different from the one now 
before me in two very basic ways: the Proponent was not earrying on 
business (it was, in fact, in liquidation) and the limited life span remaining 
for the Proponent made it very unlikely that there would be confusion. The 
unique circumstances of that ease were referred to on the last page of the 
October 23, 1985 decision. 


Counsel for the Proponent also referred to the June 28, 1977 decision 
concerning the name of the corporation Plasti-Fab Co. Limited. In that 
case, the names of the Proponent and the Objector were identical, except 
for the word "Co." in the Proponent's name. No name change was ordered in 
that decision. In that ease, the two corporations were well established in 
completely different lines of business and it was determined that the 
probability of deception did not exist. In the matter before me, I have found 
that there exists some similarity between the businesses of the Objector and 
the Proponent. More significant in my view is the fact that the names of 


the Objector and the Proponent are virtually identical. 
It is my view that the circumstances in these two decisions are considerably 
different from those in the matter now before me for the reasons outlined 


above. 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act provides the Director with a discretion with 


respect to changing a name. As stated by Mr. Justice Robins in Re 
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Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd. (1977), 15 O.R. (2d) 562 Div. Court, at 
page 566: 


...Notwithstanding the acquisition of a name contrary to section 
8(1), the Minister is obliged to consider whether, in the light of 
all the surrounding circumstances of a particular case, the name 
ought to be ordered changed. This consideration, as a primary 
matter, involves the public interest in not being subjected to 
confusion through the use of similar corporate names, and as a 
secondary matter, the interests of the companies claiming the 
name and the relative hardship that may result to them from the 


decision. 


In the circumstances at hand, I conclude that the equities of the situation 
and the effect of the change of name upon the Proponent do not outweigh 


the public interest in not being subjected to confusion. 


Therefore, pursuant to the authority delegated to me under the Act, it is 
ordered that unless Consul-Pak Inc. changes its name to a name dissimilar to 
that of the Objector within thirty days of the date of the mailing of these 
reasons, a certificate of amendment will be issued changing its name to 
459260 Ontario Limited.

Re: Updating of Public Record 
By Non-Profit Corporations 


The purpose of this Notice is to keep subscribers informed of the current 
status of the information gathering program that was launched by the 
Companies Branch in June. 


Special Notices under section 5 of the Corporations Information Act were 
mailed on June 13th, to all Ontario non-profit corporations on record with 
the Companies Branch. These Notices were to be completed and returned to 
the Branch within thirty days. Notices of Default were sent on July 26th to 
those corporations that had failed to respond within the 30-day period. The 
next step will be the cancellation of Letters Patent of the defaulting 
corporations for failure to comply with the Corporations Act. There are 
presently about 5,500 corporations that fall in this category. The 
cancellation will take place in January 1987. 


Subsequent to the cancellation, within two years of the date of dissolution, 
an application may be made by any interested party (such as a former 
member) for an order reviving the corporation. The inconvenience and 
expense of the revival process may be easily avoided by a prompt filing of 
the Special Notice. 


Those corporations that have not yet received a Special Notice should 
contact the Companies Branch (416-963-0543) without delay to obtain the 
necessary forms.

Securities Amendment Act - Bill 156 
Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids 
Bill 156 was introduced in the legislature on November 24, 1986. rt is the 


successor to Bill 68 that was introduced on December 3, 1985 and reintroduced 
April 22, 1986. 


The changes “in® “Billy 156° >from” Bill ‘68 “are principally of technical and 
housekeeping nature. 


Bill 156 is reproduced in full following this notice preceeded by a summary of 
the changes from Bill 68.

Summary of Changes 


from Bill 68 


Bill 156 was given first reading in the legislature November 24, 
1986. Bill 68, its predecessor, was introduced on December 3, 
1985, and reintroduced April 22, 1986. Bill 68 in turn was the 
successor to Bill 159, introduced in December, 1984. The new 
bill contains a number of technical and housekeeping improvements 
from Bill 68, but does not depart from Bill 68 in any substantial 
respect.

A number of the provisions of Bill 68 were applicable not 
only to “sectirities (of..a particular, class, but abso. to 
securities convertible into securities of that class at any 
time.

The new bill slightly alters rules as to rights of deposit 
and withdrawal that arise when the terms of a take-over bid 
or issuer bid are varied. 


The general rule is that where there is a variation in the 
terms of a bid, there must be a deposit period of at least 
10 days after the variation. Further, there must be a right 
of withdrawal for a period of at least 10 days after the 
variation. However, if the variation is simply an increase 
in consideration offered under the bid, there is no 
additional right of withdrawal. 


Whether or not a bid is varied in any manner, there is 
always a right of deposit and withdrawal for the first 21 
days of a bid.

The new bill clarifies the requirements of the offeror to 
take up and pay for securities deposited under a_ take-over 
or issuer bid. 
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The general rule is that securities tendered to a bid must 
be taken up and paid for within 10 days of the expiry of the 
bid. Securities that are taken up must be paid for 
within 3 business days. Where any securities taken up 
before the expiry of a bid, any securities subsequently 
deposited must be taken up and paid for within 10 days of 
the deposit. This scheme was not clear in Bill 68. The new 
Bill also adds the requirement that where there is a simple 
extension of the bid, the offeror must take up and pay for 
all securities deposited before extending the bid.

The new bill makes unnecessary the duplication of press 
releases, as well as reports filed with the Commission under 
Part XIX, but requires insider trading reports to be made 
notwithstanding reports filed under Part XIX.
